When my grandma passed, I had the opportunity to clean out her house. I found this fascinating. It contained 
many years of history. It was fun and enlightening to go through pictures, letters, and keepsakes. The crawl 
space and fruit cellar had hundreds of glass jars; many of them still full with who-knows-what too old to eat, and 
very difficult to open. 


Her house was originally a small shack built in 1889, according to my grandmother, but the county records will tell 
you 1935. My grandparents bought it in the mid-1940’s, shortly after they married. Her obituary states “It was just 
two rooms, the front room and the kitchen, bare floorboards with gaps between that would let the dust in, a coal 
stove and a cold water tap in the kitchen. There was no plumbing, just an outhouse in the back yard.” There is 
now a huge pine tree where that outhouse was. It had a crawl space under the kitchen, with a trap door access. 
They saved their money to fix it up, add on two bedrooms, a bathroom, and furnace in the crawl space. They later 
added a family room with a fruit cellar underneath, which made for easier access to the furnace, and a detached 


garage.
